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Apollo 13 halfway home,- all’s well 


tax plan 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov, Ronald 
Reagan’s tax revision program appears 
headed for a legislative fight with gub­ 
ernatorial hopeful Jess Unruh. 
The Democratic assemblyman strongly 
objects to a feature of Reagan’s bill to 
levy a statewide property tax for schools. 
“ People need some assurance that 
the rising cost of education is not 
going to drive them out of their homes. 
Instead, Gov. Reagan proposes to make 
the threat even more real,’’ Unruh 
told a conference of state employes 
Wednesday. 
Unruh indicated major amendments 
will be offered to Reagan’s $645 million 
tax shift proposal, which Republican 
leaders are attempting to enact before 
the June 2 primary election. 
“ There is no legislation so misbe­ 
gotten,” Unruh said, “ that it cannot 
be steered onto the path of righteous­ 
ness with an amendment here and there.” 
Unruh’s statement flew iq the face 
of Republican Assembly Speaker Robert 
T. Monagan’s declaration Wednesday that 
legislators will have to take Reagan’s 
program or leave it without “ major 
compromises.” 
Referring to Reagan’s bill—which in­ 
cludes payroll withholding of the state 
“ that’s really the only option we’re 
going to have in this legislative session: 
to either pass that or reject it.” 
Administration forces lost an open­ 
ing skirmish on the Assembly floor 
when Democrats refused to grant special 
permission for the bill to be voted 
on today in the Revenue and Taxap 
tion Committee. 
A vote was set for 
Monday. 
The 
bill’s 
author, 
Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, R-San Fafael, termed 
the Democratic maneuver “ a silly little 
exercise because they have nothing better 
to do.” 
Democrats 
contended 
they 
needed 
more time to study amendments by 
Assemblyman 
Leo T. 
McCarthy, D- 
San Francisco. The amendments would 
reduce the oil depletion allowance even 
further than what Reagan has proposed 
and eliminate the statewide property tax 
for schools. 
Under Reagan’s school financing pro­ 
posal, the first $2.05 tax per $100 
assessed valuation levied by each school 
district would be sent to the state, 
which then would redistribute the funds 
on an equal basis. 
The result would 
be that 20 per cent of the state’s rich­ 
est districts would furnish the other 
schools with an additional $60 million.

The Apollo 13 astronauts 
passed the 
halfway 
mark home today with their 
patched-up 
spaceship 
on true course 
and 
their 
reserves of oxygen, water, 
power and fuel holding up well. 
Optimism 
both 
in space and on 
ground was growing that veteran James 
A. Lovell and his two crewmates, Fred 
W, 
Haise and John L. Swigert, would 
return safely to Earth Friday afternoon. 
“ It’s going a lot better than we ever 
expected,” reported Lovell. 
On the day Lovell and Haise had hoped 
to be walking on the moon, the lunar 
lander Aquarius was still linked to the 
command module, 
Odyssey, 
as they 
went past the midway point at 1:58 p.m. 
EST. 
Chief astronaut Donald K. Slayton said 
Apollo 13 would 
probably try to hold 
on to Aquarius until about an hour 
before scheduled splashdown. 
“ If things keep going the way they are 
we’re in beautiful shape,” Slayton said. 


PASSY, France (UPD—An avalanche 
of snow, rocks and trees roared down a 
mountainside high in the French Alps 
early today and obliterated much of a 
children’s tuberculosis sanitorium. It 
was feared the disaster could be the worst 
in French Alpine history. 
Minister of Health Robert Boulin flew 
to Passy from Paris and told newsmen 
that scores of children were buried and 
that 19 bodies had been recovered from 
the rubble — 15 children and four adult 
medical workers. He said another 55 chil­ 
dren and adults were still missing. And 
the feared death toll was 74. 
Seven persons were rescued alive from 
the debris and an army of 500 blue clad 
French workers said they had heard 
moans from the wreckage earlier today. 
But they paused for five minutes from 
time to time lafer and heard nothing. 
“ We have no hope that any more can 
be found alive,” said Henry Courey, 
prefect of the Haute Savoie Department.

Arms limitation 


talks start 


VIENNA (UPI) — The Strategic Arms 
Limitation 
Talks (SALT) between the 
Soviet Union and the United States opened 
today with an appeal from President 
Nixon for “ an early, equitable, veri­ 
fiable agreement” to curb the nuclear 
arms race. 
The Soviets responded with a pledge 
of “ good will and efforts” and repeated 
its appeal for a “ reasonable accomoda­ 
tion” between the super powers. 
The talks-4he first two-day effort 
by the two nations to limit their nuclear 
arsenals-opened in televised splendor 
in Vienna’s baroque Belvedere Castle. 
But the meetings to come will be held 
in strictest secrecy in the Soviet and 
American embassies. 
Nixon’s message called on the Soviets 
to show “ determination to bring about 
a mutually acceptable agreement.” The 
letter had been sent to Gerard C. Smith 
chief U.S. negotiator, who read it at the 
opening ceremony following a welcoming 
statement 
from 
Austrian 
Foreign 
Minister Kurt Waldheim.

The last of 6,000 striking Detroit 
truck drivers returned to their rigs 
today but 75,000 other team sters across 
the 
nation 
carried on their wildcat 
strikes. 
Violence marked some of the strikes. 
The home of James Leavitt, a leader 
of the Detroit dissidents who had urged 
the strike to continue, was bombed 
Wednesday night. 
1 * avitt's wife and 
two children were in the home but 
were not injured. 
One trucker reported he was kidnaped 
near Cleveland, Ohio, Wednesday and 
released with a warning not to return 
to his truck. 
Four shooting incidents 
were reported in Ohio and Michigan 
police investigated two more reports 
of sniping at trucks. 
There were no 
reports of injuries. 
Striking Teamsters, including 10,000 
in Los Angeles, 15,000 in Ohio, nearly 
10,000 in St. Louis, Mo., and smaller 
groups elsewhere, are protesting a tent­ 
ative national settlement negotiated in 
Washington two weeks ago. It provides 
average wage increases of $1.10 an 
hour over a three-year period. 
Most of the strikers said they were 
waiting to see what kind of settlement 
two striking Chicago unions-a teamster 
local and an independent umorvthat are 
not bound by the natinal pact could get. 
Some 40,000 Chicago area drivers and 
dock workers are on strike or locked 
out as they press demands tor a $1.65 
an hour wage hike over three years. 
A spokesman for the Chicago assoc­ 
iation of commerce and, industry Week- 
nesday said the 
trucking industry is 
losing $4 million a day because of the 
strike. 
He said a 10 per cent layoff 
of the area's 350,000 person workforce 
could being Monday, producing a $40 
million a day loss.

They accused him of 
prejudice, conflict of interest, 
lack of decorum, fomenting 
rebellion and writing an article 
in a lewd magazine. 
Defenders of the controver­ 
sial 71-year-old civil libertari­ 
an justice denounced the anti- 
Douglas drive as a retaliatory 
move based on Senate rejection 
of President Nixon’s two “ strict 
constructionist” 
court 
nom­ 
inees, Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr. and G. Harrold Carswell. 
House leaders saw no way to 
turn off the Douglas inquiry 
and indications were that the 
mood of the majority was to 
vote 
an impeachment. 
This 
would put the issue of Douglas’ 
alleged misfeasance before the 
Senate for trial. A two-thirds 
vote in the Senate would be 
required for conviction. 
Douglas sent word through 
the 
Supreme Court’s 
press 
office that he would not speak 
with reporters. But in a brief 
strolling interview with NBC as 
he left his office he said House 
Republican leaders Gerald R. 
Ford’s statement that his book 
endorsed violent revolution was 
“ furthest from my thoughts.”

committee is scheduled 
to vote April 24 on a proposed 
constitutional amendment for 
direct popular election of the 
president. 
Committee 
mem­ 
bers’ commitments apparently 
further delayed a hearing on 
Blackmun’s nomination until 
April 29. 
If. as expected, the hearings 
run two or three days, it could 
be 
the second week 
in May 
before the nomination, assum­ 
ing committee approval, was 
sent to the Senate floor. Fortas 
resigned from the court under 
criticsm last May 14. 
Assistant Attorney General 
Richard G. Kleindienst provided 
Sen. James O. Eastland, D- 
Miss., committee chairman, a 
summary Wednesday of Black- 
mun’s 
financial 
holdings, 
together with 
a 
rundown of 
some of his rulings in various 
types of cases. 
The summary, according to 
the Washington Post which said 
it 
obtained a 
copy of the 
confidential letter to Eastland, 
showed Blackmun has a net 
worth of $125,000. Of this. 
$75,000 was said to be in socks, 
bonds and bank accounts with 
the remaining 
$50,000 repre­ 
senting the value of his Roches­ 
ter, Minn., home. 
The Kleindienst letter, the 
Post 
said, 
also 
contained 
references to instances where 
Blackmun had participated in 
cases involving firms in which 
he held stock. 
1 he letter said the separate 
holdings, however, were 
so 
small (such as $2,500 of Ford 
stock\ and Blackmun’s impar­ 
tiality 
so evident, 
that the 
Justice Department could find 
no fault with his actions. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, the 
acting Democratic leader, told 
newsmen 
he 
thought

committee would do a thorough

Blackmun. 
Northern liberal senators were 
expected to question Blackmun 
closely to counter President 
Nixon’s acc usation that their 
votes 
against Clement

Carswell of Florida represent­ 
ed a hypocritical bias against 
the South. 


Blackmun, 61, from Roches­ 
ter, Minn., has been a member 
of the 8th U.S. Circuit Court 
since 1959. Senate reaction to 
his nomination continued to be 
guarded, but none was hostile. 
The reaction of Sen. Richard 
S. Schweiker, R-Pa., who voted 
against Carswell and Hayns­ 
worth, was typical.

Student attendance drops as 


LA teacher strike continues

Student 
attendance 
dropped 
drastically today in the fourth 
day of a crippling strike by the 
22,000-member United Teach­ 
ers of Los Angeles as district 
officials sought contempt cita­ 
tions against strike leaders. 


Attendance 
was not even 
being taken in many parts of 
the nation's 
second largest 
school 
system but officials 
admitted attendance “ was way 
down.” 


An estimated 150,000 of the 
district’s 
650,000 students at 
616 schools did not attend or 
were sent home from classes 
Wednesday. 
I he attendance problem was 
expected to get worse because 
the UTLA, which at first urged 
students 
to 
attend 
school, 
reversed its stand and called on 
parents to keep their children 
out as a matter of safety. 


Jerry Halverson, attorney for 
the school board, said he would 
go to court to bring a show 
cause order against the leaders 
of UTLA for defying a court 


order issued Monday directing 
teachers to return to work. 
School Superintendent Robert 
Kelly urged parents to send 
their children to school, but he 
added that parents should be 
prepared 
for 
the 
students 
return home a short time later. 
Other district officials said 
the schools were being kept 
open to qualify for state aid. 
They also claimed that if they 
closed the schools they would 
have to pay all teachers for the 
days schools were shut, not just 
those remaining on the job. 


There is “ no question that 
this futile strike is causing 
great harm to people and is 
further 
contributing 
to the 
deterioration of a school system 
already desperately in need of 
help” Kelly said. 


Kelly told the strikers, “ Your 
point has been made. You have 
dramatically called attention to 
the 
plight 
of 
the 
school 
district.” But he added that by 
returning to work, “ You can 
now truly show that the welfare 
of your students is the foremost 
consideration in your minds.”

on El Capitan Ranch development 


The County Planning Com­ 
mission made it clear Wed- 
nesday that rigid controls will 
be set on development of the 
3,638-acre El Capitan Ranch 
to insure that housing and reo 
reational phases be carried out 
in accord with the county’s 
master plan.

should be used to support the 
proposed Lompoc Narrows Dam 
and Reservoir. 
—The water district board 
approved the city’s request to 
time the delivery of state wa­ 
ter 
“ no earlier 
than 1980. 
(South county entities had or­ 
iginally 
sought 
delivery 
by 
1976.)’’ 
—The directors struck down 
a crucial paragraph on pricing 
to eliminate the arbitrary fig- 
ure of $100 an acre foot which 
has been suggested for the state 
water. 
It now reads; 
“ The 
price of state water should be 
consistent with the lowest pos­ 
sible countywide tax rate and 
reflect the actual cost of de­ 
livered water at the irvcounty- 
terminus. 
It is recognized 
that the price will vary some­ 
what depending upon the actual 
costs incurred in obtaining and 
delivering the state project wa- 
ter at the terminus of the ii^ 
county facilities. The price of 
water at the in-county- terminus 
should be at a flat rate regarc^ 
less of the geographic location 
of the contracting entity. 
In another key consensus the 
directors approved a paragraph 
that pledged tliem to a county- 
wide tax rate and that “ the 
tax rate be as low as prac­ 
tical, recognizing that some 
taxpayers will get no direct ben- 
efits from the state water.” 
Santa Barbara County has a 
present committment for 57,- 
000 acre feet annually of the 
state water. 
In other action the directors

Collins, a student at Eastern 
Michigan University, has been 
charged with the murder of 
Karen Sue Beineman, an 18- 
year-old EMU coed, the seventh 
young woman killed in the past 
two-years in the Ypsilanti and 
Ann Arbor, Mich., areas. The 
slashed and sexually abused 
body 
of Miss Beineman, of 
Grand 
Rapids,

found in a ditch last July 23. 
She had been strangled. 
Miss Phillips body was found 
two weeks after her disappea­ 
rance from the Salinas home of

Beausoleil, testifying in his 
own defense, accused Manson 
of the crime. He said Manson 
stabbed 
Hinman 
to 
death 
because the musician would not 
turn $20,000 over to him and 
join the cult. 
Manson, 
already 
charged 
with the Tate-LaBianca killings, 
was indicted with two of his 
followers 
Tuesday 
for 
the 
Hinman slaying. 


Before Salter gave his closing 
argument, Deputy District At­ 
torney Burton Katz summed up 
his case by saying: "When you 
commit a crime in hell, you 
don’t have angels for witne» 
ses."

Dear Editor; 


I found the letter to the 
editor written by Mr. Norman 
K. Taylor and printed in your 
April 9th edition to be very 
thought provoking. It was en­ 
couraging to hear from some­ 
one for a change who has not 
been hoodwinked by all the 
ballyhoo about the "population 
explosion" and the dangers of 
"environmental polluion." 
If the present trend contin­ 
ues, all restraints on abortion 
will be removed, sterilization 
will be encouraged, and the 
State will approve mercy-kill­ 
ing under the guise of "sol­ 
ving population problems." 
Instead of allowing ourselves 
to be ruled by our emotions 
into believing that by the year 
2,000 every last inch of the 
world will be occupied by man­ 
kind, why not look at the data 
in any library? 
For example, it would be 
possible to stand all of the 
men, women, and children now 
of a small State like Maryland. 
(It sounds odd, but figure if 
for yourself.) 
We are a long way from 
running out of space to put 
men on. One of the questions 
not being discussed is the 
growth of knowledge. 
Which 
is growing faster, knowledge 
or population? Since 1957 the 
birth rate in the United States 
has declined every year. Should 
the present trend continue, by 
the year 2000 deaths will out­ 
number births. 
In Vienna, Austria for ex­ 
ample, deaths are at present 
exceeding births by two to one, 
and all countries in Europe 
except seven are failing to pro­ 
duce sufficient children to re­ 
place 
the adult population. 
Knowledge is outstripping the 
growth of population. We are 
in the midst of scientific rev­ 
olutions that give us potential 
increases in the ability to feed 
and clothe men. 
True, the 
abilities are not evenly dis­ 
tributed, but this is a problem 
of education, not population. 
India’s population growth ex­ 
ceeds the production growth 
rate, but India is not over­ 
crowded by other nation’s stan­ 
dards; India has 300 per square 
mile; England, 600; and Holland, 
800. And the more people per 
square mile, the more pros­ 
perous the country. 
People, 
after all, not only eat, they 
think, they work, and they pro­ 
duce. 
In Europe, all the industrial­ 
ized nations are labor-short. 
People are in demand and as 
the world industrializes, we 
will need more, not less. This 
is true despite automation. Or 
more correctly, because of auto­ 
mation. 
Population growth need not 
cause misery. 
In Japan in 
1885, 38 million people were 
living on a low standard; in 
1958, 75 years later, popu­ 
lation had increased by 134 
per cent, food supply had in­ 
creased 300 per cent and the 
net national product had gone 
up 780 per cent. 
We are overly propagandized. 
We are told that 40 to 50 per 
cent of the world’s population 
goes to bed hungry every night, 
while the real figure is 10 to 
15 per cent, and it needn’t 
be that. 
Of the estimated 50 
percent of the earth’s surface 
that can be in agriculture, only 
10 percent is used. 
We have hardly scratched 
the surface of producing to 
the 
extent of our knowhow. 
For example, our cows yield 
ten times as much as milk 
cows in the Far East do. The 
world average for wheat per 
acre is 15 bushels, but the 
energetic Danes get 40 bush­ 
els. 
We are not running out of 
space. 
Immense good areas 
of the earth are empty and 
all too often getting emptier. 
Man is an asset, not a li*. 
bility. 
Man’s 
potential in­ 
creases with each new thought, 
and new thoughts come from 
men. 
Knowledge is power and what 
we need is more education, 
not race-suicide. Get the people 
out of the slums and into the 
country; remove the artificial 
restrainst that government has 
placed on the free-enterprise 
system; and man will produce 
for himself an even greater 
era of properity than this coun­ 
try has produced for us.

couple minutes. 


While inside, he was told a 
letter had arrived for him. It 
had been .forwarded the same 
way m ail*is forwarded to all 
the playing pros on the tour. 
Mowry ripped open the enve­ 
lope, 
read 
the 
letter 
and 
couldn't believe his eyes. He 
read it again but the words 
didn’t change. The letter was

‘The letter was dated March

says. “ The letter is signed by 
the operations officer of the 
bank. He was simply informing 
me they took all the money I 
had. Absolutely everything,” 
Mowry claims he never was 
given a word of advance notice. 
He says he has always paid his 


taxes on time and figures his 
only crime was getting mar­ 
ried, 
“ My wife, Barbara, was a 
widow when we got married on 
!an 
13, 1969 and that’s where 
the 
problem 
comes in.’’ he 
says, “ Her late husband was in 
business and after he died the 
government claimed he owed 
$8,000 in back taxes for 1963. 
She didn’t hide anything from 
me. She told me about it. But

Officials of I ompoc Mental Health 
Association hope to get the program 
under way by May 1, barring some un­ 
foreseen problems in the conversion of 
the home for day treatm ent center use.

Persons in the program will begin to a r­ 
rive about 9 a.m ., and begin to leave 
about 4 p.m., according to I aCommare. 
Lompoc Day Treatment Center will 
operate cooperatively and * ollaterative- 
ly with other organizations, agencies 
and the community, he said 
Persons in need of professional men­ 
tal health aid will be assigned to a staff 
member who is responsible for formulat- 
ting a treatm ent. The staff member will 
adjust the treatment as tie need arises 
and coordinate the treatment with the 
assistance of other professionals, La- 
Commare explained.

British Prim e M inister Harold Wilson 
has a blackmail problem on his hands. 
Moreover, U.S. Ambassador to Britain 
Walter H. Annenberg has wisely in­ 
volved himself in protection of the 
American interest.

reached the Prim e 
M inister by way of 
distinguished 
Com­ 
mander 
Anthony 
Courtney, a former 
member 
of P arlia­ 
ment 
from 
Harrow 
East and, as such, 
a well - known anti- 
Communist. 
While once visit­ 
ing 
the 
U.S.S.R., 
Courtney, a widower, was photographed 
by Soviet KGB secret police during a 
bedroom intimacy with a British woman 
in a Moscow Hotel. Except for anony­ 
mous threats a long time later, neither 
Courtney nor his companion had any 
knowledge of this until Courtney, on the 
floor of Parliam ent, urged the B ritish 
-overnment to curb the operation of So- 
viet spies from the Soviet’s London Em­ 
bassy. 
Within 24 hours the em barrassing 
photographs reached selected members 
oi Parliament and other important gov­ 
ernment figures. One packet of them was 
put under the door of the Prim e Min­ 
ister's No. 10 Downing Street residence. 
British 
intelligence 
now has four 
branches and Mr. Wilson secretly but 
promptly 
involved all of them. He be­ 
gan with the one designated C-SICH 
(Combined Services Information C lear­ 
ing House\ which files all B ritish and 
Commonwealth intelligence m aterial. He 
involved the section called MI-6 which 
operates agents overseas. The Foreign 
Office Intelligence Unit is a part of 
MI-C, and Mr. Wilson set this unit to 
work in Moscow. 
MI-5 protects home security in the 
manner oi our 
i BI. 
It includes the 
servi. i‘s ’ Central Register, which col­ 
ic t.s dossiers on about two million 
British people and on foreigners in B ri­ 
tain and in their home countries. MI-5 
also contains the highly confidential 
and very 
sensitive so-called Special 
Branch of Scotland Yard. 
Its chief is a rem arkable, shadowy, 
no - nonsense 
man named Commander 
Io* k Wilson. The Prim e M inister called 
him in and put him in over-all charge 
of the Courtney blackmail incident. 
T he Soviet KGB has 10 D irectorates. 
1 lie 7th D irectorate, commanded by 
Mag G> n. V I. Aldadin, conducts the 
surveillance of foreigners visiting or sta- 
tion* i in Russia. It has 3,000 agents 
in Moscow alone. B ritain’s MI-6 opera­ 
tives have p< net rated A ladin’s organiza­ 
tion. They found that it was the KGB 
that se r* ily photographed Courtney and 
subsequently distributed the hotel room 
scene photographs in London.

Chief Wilson nor the 
! rime Minister was prepared for the 
sheer massiveness of the evidence un­ 
earthed by the total investigation. The 
Courtney case, which started them, prov­ 
ed to be merely the visible cap of the 
iceberg.

The Prim e Minister intends to pro­ 
vide the M.P.s with a resume detailing 
the Soviet’s M.P. entrapment techniques, 
including the Courtney file from top to 
bottom. He even has a mind instituting 
an office within the Special Branch to 
alarm M.P.s against the particular Iron 
Curtain country contacts and approaches 
each must expect on visits.

Ambassador Annenberg’s rela­

M inister are 


close. He is privy to much behind the 
No. 10 Downing Street scenes. And, get­ 
ting wind of all this, he alertly rea­ 
soned that the Soviet program obviously 
would not limit itself to members of P ar­ 
liament, but that certainly it would en­ 
compass U.S. senators and representa­ 
tives. Accordingly, he sought a secret 
session with the Prim e Minister. 
The Prim e M inister has established 
a confidential liaison with Ambassador 
Annenberg on the m atter and has des­ 
ignated Chief Wilson as the liaison 
official. 
Now the Prim e M inister has agreed to 
Ambassador Annenberg’s proposal that 
Mr. Annenberg pass the word to our 
State Department to system atically warn 
all senators and representatives intend­ 
ing to enter Iron Curtain countries and 
make available to them the entire B rit­ 
ish finding — along with the verifying 
documents and the Prim e M inister’s per­ 
sonal warning in the American interest.

Thus far this may 
sound like an A m er­ 
ican college scene. But th ere’s a dif­ 
ference. In that difference may be a 
portent of tilings to come here. 


F irst, as background, note that this 
Japanese professor 
is very close to 
his students (most of the time) and in 
on many of their discussions. 


Second, although violent student con­ 
frontations and student cells have af­ 
flicted Japanese universities for several 
decades, my friend's university has un­ 
til now been little affected. The back­ 
ground of the change is the reason for 
this column. 


J his Japanese university had over the 
years worked out a mutually satisfac­ 
tory relationship between the faculty, 
students and adm inistrators. 


But meanwhile, the Japanese extrem ­ 
ists, who had started out infiltrating 
college faculties, shifted their empha­ 
sis to the high schools, because “ teen­ 
agers are more im pressionable.” Many 
of Japan’s high schools were taken over 
by teachers who openly promote “ left­ 
ists” activism. 


This means, my friend w rites, that 
every new freshman class is heavily in­ 
filtrated with indoctrinated young men 
and women who will not co-operate what­ 
ever the university does. “ T heir minds 
are ‘fixed’ before we get them. So what 
can we do?” Numbers are well-trained 
in the techniques of disruption and con­ 
ditioned to violence. 


Farther south in Asia, Viet Cong re­ 
cruiters likewise aim at bringing young 
men and women into their organization at 
14, 15, 16 and 17, again on the theory 
that these younger minds are most rea­ 
dy for indoctrination and most ready 
to break away from home.
